Perithecia wholly immersed, obliquely and densely 
arranged, ampullaceous, 650-700 x 280-300 p, with long and slightly curved 
neck. Peridium of fertile part composed of pseudoparenchyma, gradually in¬ 
terchanging to inner hyphal layer. Inner layer composed of slender, 2-3 p 
hyphae. Asci 350x3-4//, cap 3 p in diameter. Secondary spores 5-7x1 p. 
According to Mains, stromata red, orange or cinnabar, attached to the host 
body by orange or red rhizomorphs.
